Code enforcement getting attention 
from Homeowners/Residents

ot I hursday evening’s meeting di'cussing how it i-, 
handled m nearby cities. 

This discussion came on the heels of last 
week’s City Ciouncil meeting when several residents 
spoke on the same subject in the community 
communications period. 

Knowing how the eommuiiiiy has been com¬ 
plaining about code enforcement, the council has 
that subject on their study session agenda tonight, 
Thursday, from 6 to 8 at city hall 

Mike Foimanack, president ol the association, 
Thursday evening, reiterated his complaint at the City 
Council meeting, “In answer to iny question 
(of what to do for enforcement) .McRca (City Ad¬ 
ministrator) said, ‘We write letters to the district 
attorney.’ Then a letter marathon starts back and 
forth between district attorneys.” 

Ralph Schroder said, “A misdemeanor gives 
the Police Department the right to arrest. If he 
goes to a house and observes a misdemeanor, he 
can arrest. The policeman tries to get the home- 
owner to cooperate. If he gets no cooperation, 
he can write out a citation or arrest the suspect. 
That’s misdemeanor anest, 836.1 of the Penal Code.” 

Specifically, this code reads, “A peace officer 
may make an arrest in obedience to a warrant, 
or may, pursuant to the authority granted him by 


the provisions of Chapter 4.5 (commencing with 
Section 830) of Title 3 of Part 2, without a war¬ 
rant, arrest a person'. 1) Whenever he has reason¬ 
able cause to believe ih«i the person to be arrested 
has committed a public offense in his presence; 
2) When a person has committed a felony, although 
not in his presence ...” 

Concerning arrests by private persons, under 
No. 837, it reads: “A private person may arrest 
another; 1) For a public offense committed oi 
attempted in his presence; 2) When the person ar¬ 
rested has committed a felony, although not in his 
presence...”

The up-coming .Memorial Day 
weekend is one of the deadliest times 
of the year on our streets and high¬ 
ways. .As many as 480 people will die 
in vehicle accidents on those three days 
alone, Kaplan warns. 

In an effort to reduce that terrible 
toll, Buckle Up .Americal Week will be 
observed .May 22 - 29, the week pre- 
ceeding .Memorial Day. 

Each year approximately 19,000 
people in the United States die as the 
Tesult of murders.

The average annual dollar loss to 
criminal activity in the United States is 
appro.ximately SI3 billion.

News article suggesting 
Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict is secretly proposing 
a new SlOO-million tax 
is grossly inaccurate 
(MWD makes quiet bid 
for $1(X) million new tax, 
Apr. 25). 

A more thoroughly re¬ 
searched article would 
have revealed that 
Metropolitan is actually 
lowering its property 
tax rates, not raising 
them, and that the legis¬ 
lation the article refer¬ 
ences would result in no 


increases in district 
tax levels. 

The Icigislation in 
question deals with a 
mechanism for the dis¬ 
trict to collect standby 
charges already author¬ 
ized under state law 
should they be needed in 
the future. 

Utilities use standby 
charges to distribute the 
costs of aqueducts, pipe¬ 
lines, meters and other 
system hardware to those 
who benefit from water 
service availability, 
even though some cur¬ 
rently may not use any 
water. 

Standby charges 
and similar levies are 
common in California, 
where many cities make 
such assessments in 


addition to charging for 
the actual commodity 
Itself. The city of 
Pasadena itself currently 
has a SS per month 
standby charge for 
residential water cus¬ 
tomers located within 
the city limits. 

Metropolitan has had 
the authority to levy 
standby charges since 
1984 when legis¬ 
lation was passed pro¬ 
viding with district with 
several alternative 
revenue sources as 
MWD property taxes 
continue to decline. 
Before the implementa¬ 
tion of such a change, 
which would help hold 
down the future water 
rate increases, all 
affected property owners

The children have 
made recycled paper 
also, she says. They tore 
up old newspapers, soak¬ 
ed them in water, beat 
them, added starch, 
dipped wire screens 
into this mushy “pulp,” 
then rolled and pressed. 
Suddenly, Gimlett said, 
they have new paper.

Continuing our effort to share State Main 
Street Coordinator Pat Noyes comments about 
the Sierra Madre Main Street Program, this 
week she discusses promotion. 

“Progress in the promotional elements . . . 
is evidenced by publication of a monthly down¬ 
town newsletter ... a weekly news column in 
the local paper. The organization is working in 
cooperation with the Chamber of Commerce 
to design and implement downtown promotional 
events as well. . . . Weekly promotions meeting 
is underway, and new dimensions have been 
added to existing events, including banners and 
lights in the downtown at Christmas. The pro¬ 
gram has also adopted a good format to eval¬ 
uate the effectiveness of completed promo¬ 
tions.” 

Turing to the issues facing Main Street, 
Pat observed, “1 encourage development of a 
one year to 18-month promotions calendar 
as soon as possible. As the Chamber has 
traditionally been responsible for conducting 
promotions in the downtown, the calendar

should be developed with the Chamber’s par¬ 
ticipation and endorsement. 

“It would also be important to determine 
at the same time what the respective roles would 
be for each organization in carrying out the 
calendar. As only a very small percent of busi¬ 
nesses in the downtown are retail, careful 
consideration needs to be given as to whether 
retail events should be undertaken, and, if so, 
how. Perhaps some window display themes 
and joint advertising may be sufficient when 
tied to image or special events." 

No Main Street Council is more “planning 
intensive” than the Promotion Council. While 
thirty days sounds like plenty of time to con¬ 
ceive, plan and implement a promotional event, 
the actual minimum time frame is more 
like forty-five to ninety days. 

The Main Street volunteers meeting each 
Thursday morning continue to fight the time 
battle as they attempt to initiate immediate 
events (demonstrating that something positive 
is happening) while working to create the 12 18 

month promotion calendar Pat mentioned. 
Each of them has a shop to run and each task 
they accept is in addition to the everyday res¬ 
ponsibilities they have as sioiekeepeis 
They need more interested, talented people to 
step forward and help carry the load.

Schroder said, “Ninety percent of Sierra Madre’s 
arrests are misdemeanor. The city has decided to 
play the good guy by writing reports. The first and 
only citation was issued to a man who built a 
iwo-story house with extension cords, no pole, 
across the street on Forrest Lane. He starts at the 
second house, buys a home to put up a pole for 
electricity. He tapes down the cord and I call 
Kramer (Fire Marshal Kramer). Kramer tells him 
he can’t do it. The guy stopped running the cord 
across the street and strung it through the grass. 
Kramer told the guy not to do that. Three 
days later, just as Kramer got to the station I 
got him on the radio in his truck. They were 
stringing electrical cords. Kramer issued a cita¬ 
tion with a notice to appear. The maximum fine 
isSlOO.” 

l ormanaek added, “I’ve never seen anything 
like this.” 


Police Chief Bill Betts told The News Tuesday, 
‘‘Taking individual penal, vehicle or city code sec¬ 
tions which lay out authority, these sections don’t 
necessarily respond to how that authority is to be 
used and how it is to be applied. This is a general 
statement and many factors of the law provide dif- 
lerent methods of handling individual situations. 

I caution laymen about using individual sections 
without further investigating how they should be 
applied and the discretionary authority of law en¬ 
forcement personnel. The intent of the law is to 
provide justice. That’s what we attempt to do.” 

Margaret Buckner told the council Thursday 
evening, “What does it take to get city laws 
enforced? It’s a real gripe. Why don’t they enforce 


laws? Who’s responsible for weekend enforce¬ 
ment? . . . Many hours of study have gone into 
the ad hoc committee in vain unless enforcement 
is brought about. I encourage the council to get 
this problem on the agenda.” 

Karl Teigler and Bev Morant both spoke at 
Tuesday evening’s council meeting and Morant 
spoke on code enforcement at Thursday evening’s 
meeting, also, he described the red tag system, 
used in Arcadia, asking for arrest if the tag is 
removeu. C'ui.cerning the red tag system, if the code 
enforcement officer or the engineer has placed a red 
tag on development, all work must cease immediately. 

Morant explained that Pasadena government 
has the power to double ther permit fee “if the 
developer gets into trouble. In rare cases, they send 
the police.” 

He described “amazement” by San Marino 
government that anyone would dare to ignore a red 
tag. “If the city says slop, you stop.” 

Barbara Cline said she had requested via letter 
that code enforcement become an action item for a 
future City Council meeting. She also noted Thurs¬ 
day evening that no form exists to report to the 
city for the non-enforcement of codes. 

Midge Morash noted, “When citizens have to 
hire a lawyer to enforce what the city should enforce, 
it’s a disgrace.” 

Formanack replied, “Enforcement of our or¬ 
dinance is very lax. They need to be tightened. 
We were founded around this concept. I think we 
need to get behind this issue . . . We have or¬ 
dinances being broken in construction, in illegal 
rentals. It sounds like every ordinance in the book 
is being broken.”
